The report aud 
roceedinga have been spread for the pnr- 
rose of lulling to dreams of security the 
nee who committed the deed and who do 
ot live far from the bloody ground. 
Decatur detectives have been quietly 


working to unravel this greatest of mod- 
rn masteries—the apprehension of the 
ends who killed Charles McMahon, an 
qneet old farmer, and his two hired men, 
bbert Matheny and John Carlock, bat 
ley and all other detectives have been 
nsucceesfnl thus far. But the Journal 
ditor seems to have a suspicion that the 
[uilty parties reside near the scene of the 
murder, an opinion that has been ex- 


ressed more than once in Deoatur. Some 
leans ought to be devised to fasten the 
rime on the skulking murderers, and let 
le law take its course.

The Embarrassed Banks. 


The temporary suspension of the First 


National Bank at Indianapolis yesterday, 
and also that of the Indiana Banking 
Company, has caused considerable talk 
in Decator to-day, aud many wonder why 
these institutions that have always been 
considered solid should have become em- 
barrassed. The cause of the run on the 
First National is traceable directly to the 
action ot the Indiana state treasurer who 
on Thursday presented a draft at the 
counter for $600,000, and took this im- 
mense sum away with him. The bank 
had been loaning money to parties given 
to speculating in gram whose deals had 
gone wrong, and the treasurer thought it 
safer to get possession of his half-million 
and not take any risks. Of coarse such 
a sudden call for such a large sum struck 
the bank all in a heap, and left it almost 
penniless, and the suspension fallowed. 
The officials give notice that they have 
increased the capital stock from $400,000 
to $800,000, and will resume business 
again on Monday next. Many farmers 
in the eastern part of this oonuty had 
dealings with the bank, bat the Decatar 
banks had no money in the embarrassed 
concerns, and therefore the suspension 
does not affect any of the banks of this 
city.

rho gives an account of the most dam- 
aging hailstorm ever known, the damage 
o crops and stock aggregating $500,000.

ODSBOM, Sao Co., la, Aug. 8, '8S. 


CHABLES Rura, ESQ.:—Dear Sir: Tours 


of the 6th-lust, received.* * A terrible 
rind and rain storm passed over this 
ownsbip last (Tuesday) evening at six 
/clock. A strip of country 6 miles north, 
t east and S south is totally destroyed. 
It did not reach as far north as your 
place. Two lives were lost south of town 
aid cattle and hogs suffered terribly.
